Or laftly jin our Saviours Language, A ſecking 
the Kingdom of God and the righteouſnels 
thereof, and being holy as he is holy in all 
manner of Converſation, Therefore, Chri- 
ſtians, as you deſire to have Peace with. God 
and your own minds, live ſoberly, righte- 
ouſly, and godly in-this Werld. Labour to 
prove the.cruth- of your Profeſſion by your 
pious pra&tices. Endeavouir to become living 
tmages of God, Veſſels of honour, and Fem- 
ples of the Holy Ghoſt. L might argue again{t 
Sin from the comman; miſchicfs, of ir, and

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remind Sinners ofthe Labyrinths into'which 
it leads them,and aſſure you that Gods Service 
is perf freedom. For if all the happinels 
which Chriftian Religion propounds to us 
were only confined to fuch Promiſes as have 
a relation to eternal Bliſs, ic might be thought 
that the Lord Jeſus was only careful to make 
the end of a Chriſtian Race glorious, yet had 
negleRted to make the way pleaſant which 
Jeadeth thither. Butif it be cruly conſidered 
on the other hand, that thole very Precepts 
which are enjoyned as the Ryles of our duty 
are in themſelves infinitely conducing to our 
own preſent ſatisfaction, then we muſt con- 
clude that none can be milerable in che next 
World but only ſuch Sots as will not give God 
leave to make them happy inthis. 

For the Laws of the holy Jeſus are lo agree- 
ing to our Natures, that the Execution of 
them are as great expeJients of our pre- 
ſent happineſs as Teſtifications of our duty, ſo 
that our duty and our priviledges run parallel 
in one Line. In the next place, as Conver- 
ſion relates to our Wills, fo allo to our Un- 


derſtandings, that we may have ſuch Notions 
ot 
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of Godand his Worſhip as becomes the So- 
lernnity of that duty we owe to our God, 
And what dangerous Errors, Education, and 
Prejudice may breed is very obvious to all 
that have made remarks in the World. For 
we know that a dangerous Principle hath 
hurried many into deſperate Practices, Saint 
Paul's Zeal for the Moſaick Law made him 
ſpurn againſt Chriſt himlclf. So that the im- 
moralities and debaucheries of ſome men are 
leſs dangerous than their Tenents, God for- 
bid that any thing that | ſay ſhould give the 
leaſt countenance unto Vice, but to ſhew that 
we may fly from one extreme toanother.. - 

I may compare the enormities of Vice to a 
Sore that is Ulcerated, Naulcous, and Offen. 
" five to all mens view: Errors in- our Judp- 
ment ( or a falſe worſhip of 'God) is hike to 
a Soreskinned over, thaugh not ſo offenſive 
ro aur Senſes, yet more dangerous to the Vi- 
tals, ' Our Saviour told the Scribes and Pha- 
rilees,chat Harlcts and Publicans entered into 
the Kingdom of God beforethem; not that 
weareto think thatthe Kingdom of God is a 
placefor either Harlots'or Publicans, as ſuch : 


but 
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but that the recovery of the one is more hopes 
ful than the recovery of the other. The Pro- 
fane perſon is ſick, bat then he and all men 
know it : The Heretick is ſick, but he thinks 
himſelf well, and ſo negleQts all means for a 
remedy,and the cure of {uch a one becomes a 
wonder. 

The Subje& I have choſe this day is copi- 
ous, and from it { might preſent you with 
many particulars, but I muſt forbear and 
come tothe Application, which I muſt Cen- 
terin my elf: 

When thou art converted, &c. 

I hope this Scripture is fulfilled this day on 
my ſelf, being a Monument of God Al- 
mighties mercy in bringing me, from the 
orols Superſtitions of Popery to the glorious 
light of the Goſpel; and ſeeing the Conlc- 
quent of my Text is the ftrengthening of my 
Brethren. I ſhall now give you ſome few of 
the principal motives which drew me from 
my former perſ[wafions. 

You muſt: know | was bred and Catechi- 
zed in all the abſurd Do@trines and Practices 
of the Romiſh Church, and no little Zealor 

in. 
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in that way ; [ was-ordained_Deacon and 
Prieſt, and made Confeflor General through- 
out the Kingdom of Ireland; was a Frier of 
the Order of St. Francs, and afterwares Su- 
periour of a Convent, and Chaplain to le- 
veral eminent perſons of qualery in that King- 
dom. Upon a certain time I accideatall 
 cameto a publick houſe to refreſh my ſelf, | 
found that a lewd Prieſt had pawned the con- 
ſecrated Hoſt to the woman of thehouſe for 
faveand thirty Shillings : which I redeemed : 
And with this remarke that Chriſt was made 
by him, not an Offering for Sin, but a Sacri- 
| fice for his Luſt, I need not tell you how 
great the Scandal was to my ſelf, but aug- 
mented by conſidering that the Perſon was a 
Superiour of an Order, and in great reputa- 
tion among his People. There are many (ad 
circumſtances in the ſtory, but I will forbear 
at preſent to mention them. 

Upon this great diſguſt I began to diſpute 
the Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, and all 
the ridiculous conſequences of it became 
evident to my underſtanding, for ſuppole a 
Turk ſhould tell me that I make my God, and 

then 
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then eat him ; and ſhould he challenge me to 
produce ſo nonſenſical a Tenent in the Alco- 
ran, | muſt either change my*opinion of 
Tranſubſtantiation, or qui: wy Chriſtianity, 
Is it not ſtrange that Chriſt ſhould eat himlelf, 
and that all : Diſciples ſhould eat him alive 
before the Jews had Crucifhed him ? | know 
he calls the Bread his Body, but then he calls 
the Cup his Bloud, and ſhall one be allowed 
to be a figure, and not the other? But that 
which expounds the whole Infticution are 
theſe words, Do this in remembrance of me, 
that is tolay, This Ordinance is a comme- 
morative Sacrifice of my ſelf, it Chriſt be 
corporeally preſent, how comes there to be 
any exerciſe of our memories? But others 
have ſaid ſo much of this Subje& that I need 
ſay no more. | 

Another great motive of my Converſion 
was their Adoration of Images, ſo flatly 
contrary to the Second Commandment. God 
toldhis People Iſrael of old that they ſaw no 
fimilicude, for the prevention of all manner of 
Worſhip by Images. They ſay, by Graven 


Image is meant only an Idol, but then theſe 
B " words

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words following, Nor the likeneſs of any thing 
before me, ſpoyls that interpretation, For it 
by graven- {mages be meant - only Idolls, 
then the Commandment is altogether ſuper- 
fluous, for Idolls were forbidden in the firſt 
Commandment by having no other Gods, 
and if they lay, they worſhip-not the Image, . 
but the perſon repreſented by it : I anſwer, 
this juſtifies all the Heathens in their Idola- 
tries, for they laid they worſhipped nothing 
made with hands, neither did they. believe 
them to be their Gods, but that their Gods 
were. preſent in them in an Extraordinary 
Manner. | | 
_ Inthenext place, I will ſpeak of the Do- 
&rine of Purgatory, which upon ferious exa« 
mingtion became {trange to me. Indced.[ 
readof a narrow way thart leads to-bliſs, and 
a broad way that is the high road to miſery , 
for that Viamedia, that leads to Purgatory, | 
fad it notin my Bible ; yer | hold Purgatory, 
but i is in my Saviours bloud : and itis that. 
Purgatory which only muſt purge my ſoul 
from fin; and if that Purgatory will do a 
ioners: work, 1 will look for no other... Yet. 


for 
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for all this, Purgatory in the Popiſh Notions 
of it is a gainful Do&rine; it is that fire which 
makes the Popes Pot boyl; and therefore no 
wonder if they be ſo loth to have it extin- 
guiſhed. 
Another motive that I had to abandon all 

Communion with the Church of Rowe, was 
that intolerable practice of having the Ser- 
vice in a Tongue unknown to the people: 
and Chap. 1 4 of the former Epiſtle to the Co- 
rinthians ſeems to be wholly writ againſt that 
Cuſtom. Iris ſaid Exod.12. 26,27. Andit ſhall 
come to paſs when your ( hildren ſhall ſay unto you, 
What mean you by this Service ? that you ſhall an- 
fer and ſay, it is the Sacrifice of the Lords 
Paſſeover, &, When I read this Scripture it 
reminds me that Gods Service is a reaſonable 
Service, and that we ought to know the rea- 
ſon and meaning of that Service we perform 
to God, Edification and Deyotion are in- 
ſeparable from the true Worſhip of God. 
Now ſhould I in the language of chis 
Scripture come' to the Common People ar 
the celebration of the Maſs, and ſay, Whar 
mean you' by this Service? What fatil-

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| faftory anſwer can be expedted? Some of 
late ( 1 muſt confeſs) have tranſlated the 
Popiſh Prayers into the Vulgar Language, 
but che Pope has forbidden the uſe of therr. 


So that who ſhall ſo uſe them are not right 
Catholicks. 


But above all the Tenents of Rome none 
ſeemed more ridiculous ro methan that Do- 
Erine of Infallibility, for if char be proved, 
I ſhall ſubmit to any thing that ſhe ſhall im- 
pole upon me. 


For had St. Peter himſelf been appointed 
the infallible Judge of Controverſies, what 
needed the Council at Jeruſalem, Ads 15. It 
would have been a much ſhorter cut t6 have 
had Ex. Peters determination in the Caſe, 
without giving the Apoſtles any further crou- 
blein it. The Patriarch of Antioch pretends 
that he is St, Peters Succeſſor, and we have 
more reaſon to believe him ſo then the Pope 
for Antiquity is clear that he was Biſhop of 
Antioch, and the Scriptures are expreſs that 
there he exerciſed his Fun&tion, and that there 
« was that the Diſciples were firſt called 

| ______ Chriſtians, 
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Chriſtians. St Par laith, that to him was 
committed the care of all che Churches, Sr.Pe- 
ter might have ſaid thole words with as much 
innocency as St. Paul, but it was Gods mercy 
that he did not, for then the Pope would have 
pretended a good Text for his Univerſal Pa- 
{torſhip. Bur chat which makes che Doctrine 
of infallibility more vain are thole contradi- 
ory eſtabliſhments | which are in thar 
Church; had itime | might give in endleſs 
inſtances. But that which is the moſt mil- 
chievous to them is their non-agreement 
among themlelyes where this infalljbility is 
ſeated, which makes nothing, -more fallible 
than the very Do&tcine of [nfallibility. And 
| muſt cell you, chat among the many other 
Errors and ill Pratices which I diſcovered in 
the Roman Church their Cruelties were no ſmall 
diſguſt tro me, as if Chriſtianity had taughe 
them to forget Humanity , I'cannot but with 
horror think of thoſe barbarous Maſlacres 
which were commitrged in my own Country, 
as if Papiſts had guts, but no bowels, fo thar 
it 1s not only their Prayers, but Faith that they 
haye written in bloudy Characters ; You will

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hear them boaſt of Loyalcy : Look into the 
Iriſh Hiſtories, and then judge of thoſe preten- 
ces. If by accident ſome + have ſhewed them- 
felves ſo in England, yet the conſtitution of 
their Church looks with another aſpe&t, for 
T am ſure lever thought it a meritorious a&ti- 
on to murther either Prince, or ahy Proteſtant 
Subject, provided 1 was commiſſionated ſo to 
do by the Pope, bur how to ſerve two Ma- 
ſters, 1 underſtand'not, the Pope and the 
King; Imuſtcell you, that 1 my ſelf aman 
inſtance of their intended cruelty, for after 
my converſior from their fooleries, and ha- 
ving by the good providence'of God been in- 
ſtrumental in bringing ſeven Friats and Prieſts 
from their Commuinion, and ſeveral of their 
Laity, their malice was ſuch; that' Preaching 
upon a Sunday in a Proteſtant Church a Mul-

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Preach: Religion with fire-and faggot ſurely 
know not what manner of ſpirits they are of, 
if our Saviour's Kingdom were of this world 
his Servants would fight z and indeed we read 
St. Peter uſed his Sword once in his. Maſters 
quarrel, but he got ſo (harp a rebuke for it, 
that 1 do not read that. he ever. ſo much as 
wore one after, Muſt the Pope cue off Heads 
becauſe St. Peter cut off an. Ear? This is 
ſtrange. The old Romans thoughgto propagate 
the Faith by dying for it : Our new Romans 
think to eſtabliſh theirs, but by aquice cantra- 
ry method ; Reaſon is the Crown of a man, 
Religion is the Crowriiof Reaſqn, Chriſti. 
anity is the Crawnot Religion, Charity is the 
Crown of Chriſtianity,and Charity we know 
{ufferethlong, andiskind, and iecks its own 
eltabliſhment by means and methods the moſt 
like to. it (elf.

I muſt alſo tell you, that the Prayers to 
Saints and Angels became; very, offenfive to 
me, having in: all che Scriptures:nor one Pre- 
ceptz nor ane Example to give.countenance to 
any fuch cuftom. 1 am fure-our Saviour in» 
vites-weary and heavy laden..iftaners to come 


ro 
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to him, Mat. 11.28. And when 1can come 
and have an acceſs to the Throne of his Grace 
wich boldneſs, 1 ſhall not thiok my ſelf to 
ſtand in need of any other Spokesman , if 1 
can be free with my Prince, why ſhould [ 
trouble any Courtiers to prelent my Addreſſes. 
Beſides, we have great reaſon to believe there 
is an incommunicable gult between the glori- 
fed Saints and us, for the Scripture tells us, 
That Abrahaw knows 15 not, and Iſrael u igno- 
rant of #s, &Cc. 
| 1 could allo give large Narratives of their 
pious frauds, as they call them, by which they 
delude the people to fix them in their groks Er- 
rors and Superſtitions. When I was miade a 
Frier, a great number of people were preſent 
at the Solemnicy; I appeared in a ipruce 
Garb, had there my Horle, my Sword and Pi- 
ſtols, and appeared with much Gayety and 
Splendour. *The head of the Convent adviſed 
the People ro take notice of my Pompous 
condition, and that ] was willing to lay afide 
all. choſe: outward glories for St. Francis his 
fake, - and accordingly. 1 difrebed my (elf, 
and put on the mean Garments which be-

Vows, of Obedience, Poverty, and Chaſtity : 

After that took one and twenty Oaths, now 
inthe Oaths 1 [wore rieverto'eome on horſe- 
back, never to wear Shoes, toobey my Supe- 
riour in what ever he commanded me, with- 
out examining the lawfulne(s -of his Com-

- out 6f my *Briers habir: Bur that-which was a 
cauſe 6f a digit arthat time wats me was 
this: The Zuperiour tells me, char Fmuſt rake 
my former Garments chat is,reurn in the ſame 
Poſtdie7 came, and go leemny: friends; and 
choughall cheſe things were againſt myOaths, 
yethe would abfolve me fro them. 4 muſt 
confeſs this feemed to me 2 ſtrange cheat to the 
People, that hefhould tell ther what ſelf-de- 
rial? was guilty of in raking thoſe Oaths;and 
vet he preſently abſolves mit from them; and. | 
this is'the ſtate of all the Iriſh Friars. And f 
maytd{ you what efferce Frook at thoſe vain 
Rotics which they have of Miracles, atid eſpe- 
cially *when' 1 diſcovered elicit Srand impo- 
ſures therein: For about ſeveii years ago a 
Prie(t, neat che Gity A : by name Wil- 


IST0S liam 
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liam Sarchwel, had for fifty ſhillings hired a 
Woman to. pretend her ſe}f a Cripple from 
her birth, and that ſhe had a Revelation 
that if ſhe dipped her, ſelf in ſuch. a Well, 
whilſt a Prieſt ſaid Maſs by. the place, ſhe 
ſhould be recovered of her infirmicy ; The 
plot thus laid, and accordingly executed, ſhe 
comes halting to the Well, returns out of it 
perfectly cured, which-became a Miracle to the 
People 3. which did not only get the Contriver 
of the Cheata valt lym of money, but allo 
confirmed the people in their Superſtition. 
Bur after ſome time the Caunterfeic had ſome 
remorſe of conlcience, came to me to confel- 
fion-in order to ablolution, which- I would 
not granttill ſhe had declared the whole ſtory 
to the Congregation, which ſhe did accord- 
ingly. Itis well knawn-the. poor miſerable 
people are mightily deluded by. theſe Cheats. 
A Frier of great note and Zeal told methat he 
was at a Franciſcan Convent beyond the Seas, 
where was the Image of thebleſſcd Virgin, 
made with a Scrue inthe head thereof, where 
they put.in ſame water, and having a ftring. 
thas came undiſcerned to, a place where the 
Friexs, 
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Friers ſtood (and when they thought the peo- 
ple had brought a good Offering )then by the 
help of that ſtring they could unlooſe che 
Scrue, by which the blefſed Virgin ſeemed to 
weep, and this was one of their Miracles. 

Indeed the Relator (thougha Friar ) ſaid 
it was a great ſcandal to him, and accordingly 
complained to the General of the Order, buc 
his anſwer was, ſhould he make areformation 
in that particular that Convent ſhould ſtarve. 
Itis Gd, thatthe Monks of a certain Convenc 
had put the like fallacy upon St. Bernard him-

Burt of all their fine ſtories com- 
mend me to this new Miracle they talk of for 
the confirmation of Tranfubſtantiation, the

faith he, that it was (bri/t himſelf that appeared, 
and it ſeems that upon the approach of the people 
be vaniſhed 4why, which # the only circumſtance to 
make the ſhory credible, for he might ſuppoſe the 
people were come to'eat him, and ſo he vaniſhed.

But will it not 
be enquired by ſome, Whether 1 be not gone 
from Popery to Popery, thats, unto.the lame 
Church, thoughot another Denomination, ir 
being objected, that the Confticutions of this 
Church are framed out of Popery, and the 
Common Prayer Book compiled out af che 
Maſs-Book 2 I anſwer, The Devil hath ma- 
ny devices to carry on his own intereſt, and 
the Papilts do contrive many Engines to di- 
ſtra&t ProteRants; and 1 look upon this Ob- 
jeion to be hammered in. their Forge to 
makeius worry one another, and to break our 
Communion.

for you may as well ſay that the Ttalian is the 
ancient Language of Rome, as the preſent 
Court of Rome is the ancient Church of Rowe. 
The Church is compared to a Spoule, the 
Pope hath put her in a Fools coat, and be- 
{meared her face with filth and naſtineſs.

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The Reformation waſheth her face, and takes 
from her her ridiculous garments, bur med- 
dles not with her Eflentials, nor any thing. 
elſe but what is an: apparent ſcandal : Bur 1 
know not how to repreſent the condition of 
our Church at the time of the Reformation 
better than by comparing itto a houſe infeed 
with the Plague; The Charity and Wiſdom 
of Authority orders this houſe to- be cleanſed 
by burning all the infeted Rags, but the 
Pewter, Braſs, er [ron, and other goods not 
capable of any infeRion ſtill abide to the uſe 
of the houſe. What remains of the compari- 
ſon [ leave to your ewn meditation to illu- 
ſtrate. I have onlyghis to-fay, Thatasthe Pa» 
piſts have attempWM my. life, I muſt con» 
clude that they will traduce my. name, and 
beſpatter my reputation, but [ hope your 
Charity will relieve me; and for my. own 
part, with the Almighties aſſiſtance, 1 will 

cautious that my life- ſcandalize not my. 
Profeſſion, that from thence the Enemies 
of the Lord may 'have no cauſe to blaſ- 


pheme..

A true Narrative of ſome of the 
AQions and Speeches of ſeveral Papiſts in

After my Converſion, I applied my ſelfto- 
the Lord Biſhop of Clonfeart, who gave me 
a Curates place in Loughreab, with ſome 0- 
ther preferment in the County of Galloway, 
worthabour 80 l. per annum, where I, ſhortly 
after,innſing my Fundtionin theChurch, was 
ſhoc at. by one Thomas Treſſey, a-Papiſt, In- 
habitant of that place, but not wounded, 
for which he was afterward bound to his 
good behaviour, by the ſaid Biſhop; after 
which, the Papiſts,there, did ſeveraF times 
threaten me with death : whereupon,for pre«- 
ſervation of my Life, I was forced to retire 
mro Lymerick , whereby loſt ſuch prefer- 
ment as the ſaid Biſhop had beſtowed upon 
- me: But before I went from Loyghreagh, 
ſeveral of the Papiſts Prieſts, and others, i- 
ving thereabouts, which I am ready to name, 
and do hereby Accuſe, did publiquely re- 
port that his Majeſty, his Royal Highneſs, 
and all the Nobility 8 Gentry of the King. 
dome 
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dome of England,were privately of their Re- 
ligion, which they uſed as an Argument to 
make me fall back again to Popery. 

After my coming to Zymerick, | being ap- 
pointed to Preach an Anniverſary Sermon in 
Deteſtation of the late Rebellion there, ſc - 
veral Popiſh Prieſts, and others,came to hear 
me; and after Sermon ended;as I was going 
from Supper,aſiaulted mein the Night-time, 
and endeavourcd to kill me, but by the pro- 
vidence of God, I defended my ſelf, and c- 
{caped unhurt, 

After that, T came to Toughall about 
Chriſtmas laſt, where one of the Papiſts 
there, did report ia the hearing of Credible 
Witnefles, that he ſhould think himſelf vez 
ry happy if he could have opportunity to kill 
me, though he ſhould be hanged for it imme- 
diately, for which the ſaid Papiſt was by the 
Mayor committedto priſon. 

After which, to ſave my life, I was forced 
to go to Dublin, and being recommended by 
the Eaxl of Orrary to the} Arch-Biſhop of 
Dublin; and Lord Chancellor of Ireland, 4 

D 2 ha 
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had Authority, and did preach as well in the 
Cathedrals as other Churches there ; and as 
often as I preached, was aſſaulted in the 
Streets by a Rabble of Papiſts of that Citty: 
in one of which Aſaules, my Man was 
wounded, and 1 hardly eſcaped their Fury ; 
whereupon my-Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
gave me his Protection; notwithſtandin 
which, I was perſecuted and afſlfaulted as 
much as before, in ſo much that I was forced 
for ſafeguard of my Life, to come for Eng- 
land, to my great diſcouragement, andthe 
diſcouragement of all ſuch that are Proz 
teſtants of that Kingdome, and others that 
would be ſo, were they not held to their Su- 
perſtition, for ſear of loſing their Lives by 
the fury and rage of the Papilts there. 


During my abode in Ireland, ſince my 
Converſion, I was inſtrumental in Convert: 
ing ſeveral Prieſts and others to the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and without doubr, many 
more would have been turned from the Roz 
muſh Church, had they not been affrighted 

by 
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by the rigour afid fury'of che Papiſts there a- 
ainſt me, and others ; -ohe whereof being 
Guardian of a Friery,and after ſome Correz 
ſpondence with me, had inclination to be- 
»-come a Proteftant ' whereof, Talbor, that 
- goes by the name of Arch Biſhop of Dublin, 
underſtanding, Excommunicated him, and 
the whole Inhabitants of two'Pariſhes proz 
cured a Warrant from the Lord Dunga?, 
who is a Papiſt ; and'made a Juſtice fince the 
Indulgence, to take the ſaid Guardian or 
Prior, who being brought before him, he 
cauſed him to belaid in Irons, and commit- 
ted to a Dungeon, where he remained till 
complaint was made to the Counſel of Ire- 
land ; whereupon the Councel diſpatched 
Sir Henry Ingoldsby to know the truth there». 
of, with a Habeas Corpus for his Removal, 
who found him in the Condition betore re- 
lated, and committed for High Treaſon, as 
appeared by his Mittimus, whereby he could 
not be removed ; bur all the ſaid Sir Hens 
_ ryJngoldsby could do,by being bound for his 


true Impriſonment, was, to procure him the 
liberty
